OUR BOSTON LETTER 


The feature of the month was a lecture given. under the auspices 
of the Occult and Modern Thought Book Centre, by Professor James 
Hyslop, Secretary of the American Society for Psychical Research. 
The very large attendance made it necessary for the audience to ad- 
journ to the more spacious hall at Emmanuel Church, Newbury St., 
very generously offered for the purpose by Dr. Worcester, the Rector, 
who had come to the lecture, but was unable to gain admittance to 
the crowded hall. The incident 1s significant in showing the attitude 
and increasing interest now being shown in church circles toward 
Scientific investigation of the super-normal. 

Many eminent men have at various times expressed themselves 
in regard to Psychical Research in such manner as to show their ap- 
preciation of its value. William Ewart Gladstone, the great English 
statesman, $aid : 


*Psychic Research is the most important work which is 
being done in the world—by far the most important.” 


Professor William James said : 
*I, myself, firmly believe that most of the phenomena of 
Psychic Research are rooted 1n reality.” 


Sir William Crookes said : 

*That certain physical phenomena, such as the movement 
of material substances and the production of sounds resem- 
bling electrical discharges, occur under circumstances in which 
they cannot be explained by any physical law at present known, 
is a fact of which I am as certain as I am of the most elemen- 
tary fact in chemistry. My whole scientific education has been 
one long lesson in exactness of observation, and I wish to 
be distinctly understood that this firm conviction is the result 
of most careful investigation.” 
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| The work being done by the American Society for Psychical 
Research under the able direction of Prof. Hyslop is worthy of the 
attention and support of all those interested in sane and sound in- 
quiry into the fact of Psychic Phenomena and all such are urged to 
become members of the society. The membership fees are not large 
($5 a year entitles one to the published reports, etc.), and a great 
deal of interesting information is to be obtained through following 
up the investigations of the society. Full particulars may be obtained 
from the Occult and Modern Thought Book Centre, 687 Boylston 
St., Boston, Mass., or from Prof. Hyslop, 519 W. 149th St., New York.

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The Lectures given at the New Thought Church and School, by 
Miss Emma C. Poore, are filled with the spirit of optimism and 
characterized by a force of upliftment which all humanity are seeking. 

That there is a marked degree of interest is shown by the fact of 
a continued increase of attendance.
